"I  Represent  The 
Most  Important  Faction”

On  June  19,  President  Hansen 
appointed  an  eleven  member 
Advisory  Committee  to  search 
for  a  new  Chancellor  for  Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus.  Dr. 
Charles  Lawshe,  Prof.  G.  Walter 
Bergen,  eight  members  of  the 
Calumet  Campus  faculty  and 
staff,  and  one  student  were  those 
selected.  These  eleven  people  will 
help  choose  a  Chancellor,  our 
Chancellor.  They  will,  indirectly, 
decide  the  future  of  PUCC, 
through  the  man  or  woman  that 
they  select.  And  PUCC's  future  is 
our  future.  So  who  is  representing 
us,  the  students?  It's  time  we  ail 
knew,  so  that's  why  I  interviewed 
Carol  Soden,  our  student  voice  on 
the  Selection  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Carol  has  a  wide  background  of 
experience  and  qualifications  for 
being  selected  for  the  Selection 
Advisory  Committee.  She  is  a 
senior  majoring  in  English,  and 
is  a  member  of  Alpha  Lambda 
Delta  National  Woman's 
Honorary  Society  for  Freshmen. 
Carol's  name  has  appeared  on 
the  Dean's  List  three  out  of  four 
semesters,  and  she  has  a  5.54 
grade  average.  During  the  school 
year  1972-73  Carol  was  Secretary 
of  GAS,  Staff  writer  for  the 
Nexus,  a  member  of  the  Theatre 
Co.,  and  on  the  Poetry  Staff  of  the 
Skylark.  The  following  year,  1973- 
74,  she  was  a  member  of  SAB, 
Assistant  Editor  of  the  Astron, 
and  an  undergraduate  teaching 
assistant  for  GS  101-Freshmen 
Issues.  This  year,  besides  being 
the  student  representative  of  the 
Chancellor  Selection  Committee, 
Carol  is  also  co-chairperson  of 
SAB,  and  involved  in  theatre. 

Following  are  the  questions 
that  I  asked  Carol  and  her  an¬ 
swers. 

Q:  What  is  your  role  on  this 
committee?  What  are  some  of 
your  responsibilities? 

A:  I  am  a  full  member  of  the 
committee.  I  have  a  vote,  a  say  in 
everthing  that  happens.  I'm  not  a 
token  member  of  the  committee. 

I  am  one  of  the  eleven  members, 
and  a  student  was  picked  so  we 
would  have  student  input  into  the 
committee. 

Q:  What  student  input  are  you 
giving  the  committee?  How  are 
you  representing  us? 

A:  Well,  I  would  like  to  have  as 
much  response  from  as  marj-y 
students  as  possible  as  to  what 
they  want  in  a  Chancellor,  but  I 
would  like  to  do  just  a  general 
poll  of  what  students  would  like  to 
see  in  a  Chancellor. 

Q:  Are  you  going  to  conduct  a 
poll? 

A:  No,  not  on  an  official  basis, 
but  as  far  as  talking  to  people,  I 
do.  It's  just  like  an  unofficial 
poll.  I  ask  people  what  they  think. 

I  am  very  willing  to  talk  about  it, 
because  I  take  my  respon¬ 


sibilities  very  seriously.  I  think 
this  is  very  important  for  the 
whole  school.  And  I  also  think 
that  this  is  the  time  that  PUCC 
can  suddenly  wake  up.  I  think 
that  now  we  have  a  chance  to 
become  a  real  university  on  our 
own,  and  I  think  we  can  ac¬ 
complish  this  with  new  blood  in 
our  system.  Everything  is 
happening  together.  Autonomy 
and  everything.  And  we  have 
such  a  chance.  I'm  sorry  we  lost 
Dr.  Elliot,  because  I  think  he  was 
a  good  Chancellor.  But  suddenly 
we  have  a  chance  to  become 
more  of  a  university.  I  think  we 
can  progress,  and  I'm  very  ex¬ 
cited  about  it. 

Q:  Have  any  students  come  up 
to  you  get  and  talked  to  you  about 
the  selection  of  a  new  chancellor? 

A:  No,  the  only  people  I've 
talked  to  are  personal  friends 
here  at  PUCC,  but  I  am  very  open 
to  anyone  who  would  like  to  talk 
to  me.  I  will  take  what  they  have 
to  say  back  to  the  committee. 

Q:  Do  you  feel  that  the 

procedure  for  selecting  a  new 
Chancellor  is  fair? 

A:  The  procedure  that  the 

committee  has  set  up  is  probably 
the  best  procedure.  I  can  think  of 
no  other  procedure.  We  have  a 
good  representation  on  the 

committee,  from  different 
schools,  the  staff,  the  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  it  isn't  weighed 
with  all  faculty  or  all  ad¬ 

ministration.  There's  a  cross- 
section  of  the  university.  I  think 
the  procedure  of  receiving 
resumes  and  going  over  them  is 
just  about  the  best.  Of  course,  I 
think  the  committee  is  flexible 
enough  that  if  another  procedure 
is  suggested  I  could  always  take 
it  back  to  the  committee  and 
present  it.  But  we  did  spend 
many  hours  going  over  our 
present  procedure. 

Q:  How  often  do  you  meet? 

A:  We've  met  twice  this 
summer  to  discuss  where  to  place 
ads,  and  how  to  handle  resumes. 
The  meetings  are  very  long.  We 
will  be  meeting  again  shortly 
because  we  do  have  some 
resumes  now.  Ads  will  begin 
appearing  Sept.  15,  then  we  will 
start  receiving  applications,  and 
then  we  must  go  over  all  of  them. 

Q:  How  are  you,  specifically, 
going  to  represent  the  students? 

A:  I  am  going  to  try  to  be  a 
super  human,  because  to  me  the 
most  important  thing  to  this 
campus  is  not  the  staff,  is  not  the 
parking  lots,  is  not  even  the 
activities.  It's  the  students.  We're 
not  replaceable.  This  school 
needs  us.  They  need  all  of  us  from 
the  guy  who  takes  one  class  and 
goes  home,  to  another  who  takes 
19  hours.  They  need  us.  I 
represent  the  most  important 
faction  of  this  school.  I'm  not 
interested  in  someone  who  will 
promote  me  as  a  non-student.  I'm 
interested  in  someone  who  will  do 


something  for  the  student.  So  I 
have  to  be  super-human.  I  have  to 
gather  all  the  information  and  I 
have  to  decide  when  we  come 
down  to  a  final  vote,  who  is  best 
for  my  constituency. 

Q:  Is  there  anyting  else  you'd 
like  to  add  that  the  students 
would  be  interested  in  knowing? 

A:  Yes.  As  a  student  on  the 
committee  I  want  to  promise  to 
the  other  students  that  I'll  not  be 
a  token  member  and  I'll  not  be 
patronized  by  the  other  members 
of  the  committee.  I  am  a  viable 
member.  I  have  a  vote  and  I  have 
a  say.  Just  because  I  happen  to 
hold  the  lowest  status  according 
to  "them"  at  this  university, 
doesn't  mean  they  will  not  hear 
from  me.  They  will  hear  from  me 
and  they  will  know  I  am  there  and 
that  !  am  representing  the 
students.  So  I  won't  be  a  token 
member  on  this  committee.  I 
think  this  is  really  serious 
because  I  look  around  and  see  all 
the  freshmen  that  come  in  and 
whatever  we  decide  is  going  to 
effect  them.  And  I  know  the 
faculty  members  on  the  com¬ 
mittee,  the  administrators  on  the 
committee,  they  should  respect 
what  their  constituents  want,  too. 

I  want  a  Chancellor  who  will 
satisfy  the  student  needs  as  best 
given  to  me  by  student  input.  The 
most  important  thing  I  want  to 
say  is  that  I  think  this  is  the  time 
that  we  have  to  progress. 

So  here  is  our  student 
representative,  Carol  Soden. 
When  you  see  her  around,  why 
not  stop  her  and  give  her  your 
ideas  concerning  the  selection  of 
a  new  Chancellor.  She's  your 
voice.  Give  her  your  words.

THAT  IS  THE 

QUESTION

On  September  9  The  Council  Of 
Faculty  Delegates,  by  a  13-6  vote, 
passed  a  resolution  to  table  the 
Non-Academic  Grade  Appeals 
Amendment,  submitted  by  the 
Non-Academic  Grade  Appeals 
Sub-committee. 

The  ammendment  sets  forth 
the  criteria  for  an  appeal  and  the 
procedure  for  a  hearing.  The 
authority  of  the  Non-Academic 
Grade  Appeals  Board  and  its 
hearing  pannels  are  also  defined. 

The  Sub-committee  has  been 
preparing  the  document  for  two 
years,  and  has  been  providing 
periodic  reports  to  the  Council, 
yet  it  appeared  at  the  meeting 
that  most  of  the  delegates  were 


unsure  about  the  documents 
meaning. 

There  was  much  debate  pro 
and  con,  unfortunately  all  the 
debating  was  not  as  constructive 
as  one  would  expect  from  our 
alledged  faculty. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Prof.  G. 
DeFelice  to  table  the  document 
till  next  semester.  According  to 
Council  rules  a  motion  can  only 
be  tabled  for  two  meetings.  Wit¬ 
ful  debate  again  enveloped  the 
Council  until  it  was  decided  that 
the  matter  of  tabling  would  be 
looked  into  further  for  the  next 
meeting. 

Another  motion  was  made  to 
disband  the  committee,  but  it  was 
soundly  defeated.

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Prof.  Speaks  Out 

Double  lalk  of  "Just  Being  Arnold

In  his  "Divine  Comedy" 
Alighieri  Dante  points  out  suc¬ 
cinctly  that,  the  hottest  places  in 
hell  are  reserved  for  those  who, 
in  a  period  of  moral  crisis, 
maintain  their  neutrality. 

Although  many  of  us  cast  the 
idea  of  hell  aside  because  of  a 
personal  expediency,  we  hardly 
can  overlook  any  existing  moral 
crisis  at  Purdue  University- 
Calumet  Campus. 

The  last  issue  of  "Nexus, 
August  30,  1974"  brought  an 
article  "Just  being  Arnold".  Its 
"philosophy"  is  indeed  in¬ 
teresting. 

There  is  a  fusion  of  Emile 
Zola's  fragmentary  skepticism 
and  naturalism  adorned  by  a  sort 
of  methodology  used  in  eclec¬ 
ticism  and  dialectism. 

Mr.  Arnold  exhorts  from  a  high 
pulpit  of  righteousness,  and  thus 
feels  that  his  DOUBLE  TALK 
about  perplexing  problems  be 
impervious  to  moral  rot.  On  the 
contrary,  his  sermon  represents 
an  affront  to  civility,  a  caricature 
of  the  social  and  academic  in¬ 
dignations,  and  besides  this,  a 
miscomprehension  of  the 
epistemological  argumentation. 

Not  long  ago,  Clarence  Manion, 
a  former  educator  and  Dean  of 
Notre  Dame  Law  School  con¬ 
cluded:  "On  a  vast  majority  of 
America's  college  and  university 
campuses,  radicals  control  the 
official  student  newspaper  and 
use  it  to  spew  forth  radical  liberal 
propaganda..." 

By  appealing  to  gullible  and/ 
or  humanitarian  students  in 
the  name  of  "justice",  the 
discussed  article  may  prevail 
upon  hundreds  of  them  to  join  the 
crusade  of  its  author. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  article, 
one  can  detect  a  subdued,  mellow 
tone.  Mr.  Arnold  desires  to 
arouse  sentiments,  draw  at¬ 
tention  to  a  social  mishap  caused 
by  the  dismissal  of  Mrs.  Barbara 
Stoddard.  This  is  just  a  "captatio 
benevolentiae",  of  course. 

It  is  easier  to  catch  a  fly  with  a 
spoon  of  honey  than  a  barrel  of 
vinegar... 


The  mode  of  describing  the 
deplorable  incident,  and  what 
follows  it,  counts  in  the  light  of 
the  moral  crisis  at  PUCC  more 
than  the  incident  itself. 

To  err  is  humane;  but  the  use  of 
any  indiscriminate  means  to 
eradicate  these  errors  is  im¬ 
moral. 

Educated  and  dignified  in¬ 
dividuals  set  limits  to  what  they 
may  tolerate  in  journalism  which 
ought  to  serve  the  student  at  the 
university  level.  Unfortunately, 
Mr.  Arnold  has  proved  by  his 
recent  endeavors  in  Nexus  that 
he  lacks  some  prerequisites  in 
achieving  the  desirable  goals  at 
our  campus. 

Moreover,  since  our  students 
are  neither  liberal  nor  con¬ 
servative  in  the  sense  of  political 
philosophies,  in  "Just  being 
Arnold"  every  effort  is  made  by 
its  author  to  influence  the  fresh¬ 
men  towards  his  biased 
viewpoints. 

However,  the  motives  of  an 
individual  can  very  often  alter 
the  nature  of  his  action  legally 
and  ultimately  also  morally. 

To  a  judicious  observer  who  is 
concerned  with  wrong-doing,  and 
willing  to  participate  in  the 
clearance  of  moral  slums,  the 
diletantism  of  Mr.  Arnold  in  the 
above  article  appears  quite 
explicit. 

No  wonder,  that  the  President 
of  the  USA,  Mr.  Gerald  R.  Ford, 
upon  accepting  the  honorary 
doctorate  on  August  30,  plucked  a 
sensitive  string  concerning 
higher  education. 

He  stressed  two  fundamental 
deficiencies  at  universities  of 
America: 

(1)  a  lack  of  the  discipline 
among  the  students,  and  (2)  a 
failure  of  universities  in 
developing  a  greater  number  of 
scholars. 

President's  remarks  seem  to 
be  very  applicable  even  to  our 
campus.  One  could  almost  sense 
in  his  reproaches  the  following 
admonition:  "A  handful  of  in¬ 
spired  men  gave  us  freedom. 
They  cannot  preserve  it  for  us 
anymore.  That  solemn  respon¬ 
sibility  rests  with  the  individual

American,  though." 

Yes,  we  at  PUCC  want  to 
preserve  the  FREEDOM  from 
being  molested  by  would-be 
ideologists  whose  pretentious 
Messianic  qualities  are 
suspended  by  the  tawdry, 
profane  language.

He  has  been  allowed  too  long 
the  freedom  of  expression 
without  any  apparent  official 
disapproval. 

The  second  part  of  "Just  being

Underpaid  and  Overworked. 
How  often  have  we  heard  that 
phrase  used.  It  has  become  an 
old,  worn-out  phrase  of  complaint 
used  by  people  legitimately  and 
illegitimately. 

Here  at  PUCC  that  phrase  can 
be  used  legitimately  in  reference 
to  the  secretaries  of  Dean  of 
Students  Office  Mrs.  Dolores 
Bobos  and  Sue  Price,  in  their 
desire  to  help  students  and 
student  organizations  get  their 
work  done,  as  well  as  complete 
their  bosses'  work,  and  most 
decidedly  overworked  and  un¬ 
derpaid. 

During  the  summer,  to  cite 
only  example,  Mrs.  Bobos  and 
Ms.  Price  worked  with  Freshman 
Orientation  committees,  ran  off 
thousands  of  letters  for  them 
typed  out  stencils,  helped  to  put 
together  the  new  Directions  II 
booklet  for  the  students  etc., 
ad  infinitum.  They  never  had  a 
chance  to  get  their  own  im¬ 
mediate  office  work  done,  like 


cleaning  out  and  revising  files 
and  so  forth. 

Throughout  every  semester, 
the  secretaries  of  the  Dean  of 
Student  Office  wind  up  typing 
out,  running  off  and  sending  out 
letters  for  many  of  the  student 
organizations.  They  take  phone 
messages  for  students,  track 
down  emergency  calls  to 
students,  help  out  lost  students, 
new  students,  students  who  want 
to  get  out,  students  who  want  to 
come  back,  students  who  need 
money,  students  who  need  books 
and  students  in  general.  They 
write  and  send  out  letters  for 
their  bosses —  Mr.  Perkins  and 
Mrs.  Odelius  (Ms.  Goldman).

The  following  is  a  memoran¬ 
dum  sent  to  Prof.  Roger  Geimer, 
Chairman  of  the  Faculty  Affairs 
Committee,  and  Prof.  Larry 
Crawford,  Secretary  of  The 
Council  of  Faculty  Delegates: 

Attached  you  will  find  an  ac¬ 
count  printed  in  Nexus  on  15  April 
1974,  from  a  memorandum 
submitted  by  a  faculty  retiree. 
The  printed  account  in  Nexus 
gives  the  complete  story  and  is 
self-explanatory.  The 
memorandum  was  first  sub¬ 
mitted  to  Prof.  R.  S.  Weisler,  then 
Chairman  of  the  Faculty  Affairs 
Committee,  with  the  request  that 
action  be  taken  on  the  issue  in 
question  by  the  Committee  before 
the  end  of  the  Spring  Semester 
1974. 

The  issue  was  not  resolved  by 
the  Faculty  Affairs  Committee  at 
the  end  of  the  Spring  Semester 
1974.  In  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Faculty  Affairs  Committee  dated 
22  April  1974,  however,  it  was 
stated,  quote,  ''the  issue  of 
compulsory  retirement  of  faculty 
at  age  65. ..was  raised  by  a 
retiree,  whose  letter  was  printed 
in  a  recent  copy  of  the  campus 
newspaper.  The  Committee  will 
continue  to  deal  with  that  issue," 
unquote.  The  same  and  other 
retirees  feel  very  strongly  that 
this  issue  should  not  be  bypassed 
or  ignored.  The  same 
memorandumis,  therefore,  again 
being  submitted  herewith  to  1. 
the  Chairman,  Faculty  Affairs 
Committee  and  2.  the  Secretary, 
Council  of  Faculty  Delegates  for 
action. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the 


closely  with  the  community;  and 
many  of  the  area's  leading  in¬ 
dustries.

subject  of  extending  the  man¬ 
datory  retirement  age  at  Purdue 
University,  Calumet  Campus, 
from  age  65  to  age  70  will  be  given 
the  full  and  careful  consideration 
it  deserves.  There  is  no  reason 
why  the  compulsary  retirement 
age  at  Purdue  University, 
Calumet  Campus,  cannot  be  and 
should  not  be  extended  to  age  70 
in  line  with  the  much  fairer 
policies  by  other  area  schools. 

Purdue's  compulsory 

retirement  age  at  65  has  for  some 
years  been  a  matter  with  which 
the  writer  and  other  faculty 


members  at  the  Purdue 
University  Ca lump  Campus  do 
not  agree. 

Investigation  has  revealed  that 
Indiana  University,  Northwest 
Campus,  in  Gary  and  St.  Joseph's 
College  (Calumet  College)  in 
East  Chicago  for  some  years  past 
have  both  extended  their  com¬ 
pulsory  retirement  age  beyond  65 
years  of  age.  Indiana  University 
has  in  fact  extended  its  com¬ 
pulsory  retirement  age  system- 
wide.  Purdue  University  has  not. 
We  at  the  Purdue  University 
Calumet  Campus  know  of  no 
reason  why  the  same  extension 
should  not  be  permitted  at  this 
school,  now  that  we  are  about  to 
become  autonomous. 

At  Indiana  University  in  Gary 
and  St.  Joseph's  College  in  East 
Chicago  all  full-time  faculty 
members  holding  the  rank  of 
assistant  professor  and  higher 
are  eligible  for  annual  reap¬ 
pointment  after  age  65  until  they 
reach  the  mandatory  retirement 
age  of  70.  They  have  the  option  of 


retiring  at  the  age  of  65  or  earlier, 
if  they  so  wish,  or  of  continuing  on 
a  yearly  basis  to  age  70. 

Many  faculty  members  at  this 
school  feel  strongly  that  the  same 
yearly  extension  of  fhe 
retirement  age  to  a  mandatory 
retirement  age  70  is  long  overdue 
at  the  Purdue  University 
Calumet  Campus.  We  feel  that 
now  when  autonomy  is  an  ac¬ 
complished  fact  the  mandatory 
retirement  age  should  be 
changed  to  age  70  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  writer  and  his  colleagues 
request  that  this  matter  be 
presented  to  Faculty  Affairs 
Committee  before  the  end  of  the 
present  academic  year  and  that 


serious  consideration  be  given  by 
the  Faculty  Affairs  Committee  to 
rapidly  bring  about  this  extension 
of  the  retirement  age.  A  cam¬ 
paign  by  the  Faculty  Affairs 
Committee  to  get  such  an  ex¬ 
tension  under  way  (in  keeping 
with  the  much  fairer  policies  of 
our  sister  schools  in  this  area)  is 
entirely  in  order.  At  the  present 
time  retirees  at  the  Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus  are 
being  shortchanged. 

It  is  hoped  that  direct  action 
will  be  taken  by  the  Faculty 
Affairs  Committee  in  this  matter. 
Such  an  action  is  not  only  positive 
and  very  worthwhile,  it  is 
something  that  should  have  been 
accomplished  long  ago.

Really  dynamite-Say  you  gotta 
write  a  paper,  or  a  couple  of 
papers  (is  more  like  it),  and  there 
ain't  no  way  you're  gonna  spend 
three  hours  lookin'  for  the 
general  topic  heading  you  need.

Rezak  papers  can  be  a  real 
breeze  to  get  started  on.  They  will 
(1)  take  you  on  a  personal  tour  of 
the  reference  area,  show  you 
books  you  might  find  info  in, 
explain  to  you  how  to  find 
material  on  your  subject  and 
where  else  to  look,  or  (2)  (this  is 
the  best  part)  they  will  compile 
your  own  personal  bibliography. 
They  will  list  for  you  ten  sources 
and  ten  "example  articles"  to  get 
you  started.  Then,  if  you  need 
further  assistance  they're  right 
there  to  give  you  a  hand,  (they 
even  mail  you  the  list-THAT'S 
SERVICE-Huh?!)  This  service  is 
for  all  undergrad  students  only, 
and  is  available  anytime. 

They  also  have  intra-  and  inter- 
library  book  loans.  The  intra¬ 
library  allows  you  to  gain  access 
to  a  book  you  may  need  and  is  not 


found  on  campus.  The  librarians 
will  arrange  to  have  it  borrowed 
for  you  from  one  of  the  other 
Purdue  Campuses.  This  is 
available  to  any  student  or 
faculty  member.  The  inter- 
library  loan  service  is  open  only 
to  graduates  and  faculty.  Books 
can  be  obtained  from  other 
university  libraries  or  local,  state 
libraries. 

The  library  also  has  a  COPY 
SERVICE.  This  offers  you  the 
choice  of  getting  up  to  50  pages  of 
the  material  you  wanted  thru  the 
intra-library  service,  via 
xeroxing-FOR  FREE.  They'll 
even  mail  it  to  you. 

Some  of  the  other  facilities  are

There 
are  printed  sheets  of  the  library 
hours,  circulation  summaries, 
even  a  map  of  the  place,  near  the 
circulation  desk.  There's  a  small 
glass  case  near  the  magazine 
racks  too,  that  might  give  you  a 
pictorial  view  of  what's  where. 

Well,  I  hope  I've  filled  you  in  on 
some  helpful  info  you  didn't  know 
about  before.  Maybe  this 
semester  we'll  BOTH  get  our 
papers  done  on  time!!

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Movie  Review 


THE  PARRflLRX  VIEW

One  of  my  favorite  adjectives  is 
"hitchcockian."  Perhaps  I  have 
an  obsession  with  the  so-called 
Master  of  Suspense,  but  the  use  of 
that  adjective  to  describe 
anything  from  motel  showers  to 
Mount  Rushmore  can  send 
shivers  down  various  spines.  And 
so  I  find  hitchcockian  a  more 
than  adequate,  if  not  indeed  the 
only  adjective  to  describe  The 
Parra  lax  View. 

Late  last  year  (around 
November  22,  coincidentally 
enough)  a  motion  picture  called 
Executive  Action  was  released.  It 
was  not  really  a  bad  film;  and  I 
found  the  fact  that  people  would 
pay  money  to  relive  a  national 
tragedy  decidedly  more  in¬ 
teresting.  The  premise  was  that 
the  assasination  of  John  Kennedy 
was  the  result  of  a  right  wing 
conspiracy.  But  the  idea  of 
conspiring  assasins  is  where  the 
similarity  between  Action  and 
Parra  lax  ends. 

In  fact.  The  Parralax  View  is 
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perhaps  the  second  most  out¬ 
standing  film  of  the  year,  second 
only  to  Chinatown.  It  is  suspense 
in  the  best  sense  of  the  word.  I 
shall  digress. 

The  central  figure  is  Joe 
Frady,  played  by  Warren  Beatty. 
The  film  opens  with  the  scenes  of 
a  political  assasination  which 
were  obviously  styled  after  the 
death  of  Bobby  Kennedy.  The 
resemblance  is  really  rather 
unnerving,  and  I  seriously  doubt 
that  there  was  anyone  in  the 
audience  who  was  not  recalling 
the  morning  of  June  5,  1968.  It  is 
there  that  our  story  begins. 

Three  years  later,  so  the  film 
tells  us,  Joe  Frady  is  shown  at  his 
new  position  as  a  small  town 
reporter.  He  is  soon  confronted 
by  a  young  lady  (Paula  Pren¬ 
tiss),  a  friend  of  his  who  was  at 
the  assasination.  She  is  afraid 
that  someone  is  trying  to  kill  her, 
because  six  witnesses  have 
already  died.  It  is  soon  after  that 
when  Joe  Frady  decides  to  go  out,' 
under  an  assumed  name,  and 
hunt  out  the  assasins  himself. 


And  so  Joe  Frady  soon  finds  out 
that  there  is  a  whole  corporation 
that  is  behind  the  rash  of  political 
murders.  From  that  point  on 
Frady  finds  himself  in  the  middle 
of  a  absolutely  fascinating 
nightmare. 

The  Parralax  View,  produced 
and  directed  by  Allen  Pakula, 
owes  much  of  the  success  of  the 
film  to  Alfred  Hitchcock.  His

dis-  are  not  the  same  he  still  may 
have  been  killed,  and  this  is  what 
mostly  everyone  wanted  to  see.

The 
idea  of  having  a  float  in  the 
parade  has  been  welcomed 
enthusiastically. 

We  received  a  letter  from  the 
Women's  Athletic  Dept,  at 
Butler.  They  have  had  to  cancel  all 
of  their  contests  in  order  to  gain 
their  rights  to  Budget  money, 
coaches'  salaries,  and  general 
requirements  that  are  essential 
to  a  program.  So  far,  they  have 
provided  all  the  materials  and 
work  on  a  non-paid  and  non¬ 
reimbursed  basis.  Wonder  how 
many  dedicated  men  coaches 

perform  similarly? . Not  at 

Butler,  that's  for  sure.  We 
forwarded  all  the  information  we 
had  to  help  them,  hopefully,  gain 
their  goals.
